OTTAWA, Dec, 27.—Canada_ wil 
redeem in cash a loan of $20,000,000 
payable on February 1, In his fire 
public utterance in his new role as 
minister of finance, Hon. Charles 
Dunning made this announcement in 
a brief speech Thursday over radio 
The growth of the revenu of the 
Dominion in the par 60 years war 
emphasized by Mr. Dunning. 

“The Dominion of Canada has 
grown in every way during the past 
60 years, and therefore the depart- 
ment of finance has had to keep 
pace,” the new minister of finance 
declared.

If the cost of schooling must be cut, it should be 
cut as a result of educational reassessment and re- 
organization rather than as a result of financial re- 
striction 

It may well be that very material sections of our 
highly developed school system have been created by 
the inventive genius of schoolmen rather than in 
answer to real needs of student 


For instance, David Snedden, professor of educa- 
tion in Columbia University, looks with @ very skep- 
tical eye on the elaboration of nursery schools and 
kindergartens for the general run of normal children 

He thinks that it is only a small proportion of 
children from four to six years of age that need edu- 
cational agencies to supplement their home And 
certainly, he thinks, schools should be provided for 
children from two to four years of age only when 


their family conditions are abnormal 


It is his considered judgment that it would be a 
decided advantage to withhold altogether from school 
attendance until nine or even ten years of age, chil- 

| dren of superior intellectual heredity whose family 
surroundings are normal aud wholesome 

He thinks that, save for the other than normal 
run of children in good village or suburban homes 
most of the new *“child-centred school provide 

ort music, loys, manipulative arts and companion. 


hip in excess, that their daily programs are too regi 
mented, thetr activities too directed, emergencies too 
thoroughly anticipated, and thetr cooperations too en-

For perhaps sixty per cent of small children Dr 
Snedden thinks the normel home ts all the organized

He recognize of course, that we need nursery 
schools and kindergartens for children who in them- 
selves or in their homes represent the exceptional or 
abnormal minority, and he gives his blessing to 
agenci of experimentation on problems of child

ness of what one 
is doing and 
some normal 
measure of con} 
trol; all of which 
is a matter of de- 
gree. We all have 
weak momenis 
we may lose our 
heads; we are not 
always equally re- 
sponsible, but 
. rarely, so long as 

we remain normal, does our varia- 
tion in responsibility excuse, nol 
wholly excuse, our lapses from grace 
What we do when our responsibility 
is low depends upon our make-up, 
upon what particularly tempts us, A 
man carrying a load of Uquor cannot 
carry his normal load of responsibility 
There are some persons whose nervous 
make-up is such that they cannot 
carry a normal load of responsibility, 
Some lose it just for an instant, as in 
an explosion of anger, Some tend to 
lose it constantly under a strong im- 
pulse. They may steal irresponsibly. 
Stealing is a symptom; socially it’s 
“a crime, so we can't afford to regard 
it lightly. When the psychologist of 
the abnormal studies acts of theft tn 
the light of the thief's mental makeup 
he discovers kleptomania. He finds 
that now and then the thief is a men- 
tal patient; he ts constitutionally ab- 
normal, The type of abnormal.ty tn 
which stealing appears as a symptom 
is hysteria, which ts characterized by 
occasional outbursts of uncontrollable 
impulses; it may be of rage and 
cruelty; it may be of destruction, tt 
may be of wild- -party behavior, and

Hysteria is marked in youth; so Is 
kleptomania, ‘The most constant fac- 
tor, associated with that type of steal- 
ing is undue or abnormal sex excite

vidual, one weak in many ways, In 
Intelligence as well A servant girl

she took cheap jewelry from a counter 
she was still partly responsible. When 
the habit grew and when it was found 
that she had other hysterical symp- 
toms it became doubtful, 

There are any number of cases, in 
girls particularly, for they are more 
subject to hysteria, in which a sex- 
shock or indulgence, or Just undue sex 
excitement, reacts in an episode of 
stealing. High-grade individuals may 
show kleptomanta as almost an tso- 
lated symptom of hysteria, ‘They may 
steal useless things and pay no atten- 
tion to them after they get them, The 
ordinary motives do not apply; many 
kleptomaniacs can well afford to buy 
whatever they want, 

Stealing in this case is plainly a 
symptom of an abnormal condition 
how abnormal one cannot say, Klep- 
tomania is an episode in youth; it 
may be repeated; iL may occur once 
and never again, When repeated and 
associated with other neurotic symp- 
toms the dtgnosis is clear, 

As to cure that depends 
tatis of the case, You don't cure the 
yinptom, you Improve the general 
condition of the patient by all means 
at hand. The change in the entire 
mode of life is helpful; many a klep- 
tomaniac will steal in one surround- 
ing, not in another, It is by no means 
a hopeless condition; wise care and 
precautions will diminish the = ten- 
dency, so will removal of the tempta- 
tion, Responsibility remains a matter 
of degree The management of kiepe- 
tomanta consists In so arranging the 
environment and the patient's relation 
to it that this type of behavior just 
falls out of the picture, ‘The tempta- 
tion {s more and more easily resisted, 
then ceases to be one.

The foreign office note explains that
